action," the Arkansas senator said,

"It seemed to the committee the 


transaction was beneath the dig- 
nity of the senate, and It would 
tend to shake the confidence of the 
American public in the integrity of 
the legislation." 


Caraway also disclosed for the 


first time that the committee had 
reason to believe Bingham 
was 


first approached by the association 
relative to their giving him assist- 
ance although the records showed 
Bingham first asked for a "loan" 
of a man.

A message from Prime Minister 
Yuko Hamaguchi welcomed

conference to Japan, "where the 
two streams of culture, oriental 
and occidental, meet and mingle," 
for their twelve-day session of re- 
search and debate on outstanding 
questions of the day in the Pacific 
area. Messages from other heads 
of state were read also. 


For the Japanese council of the 


institute, hosts of the conference, 
an opening address was made by 
Dr. Inazo Nitobe, former under- 
secretary-general of the League of 
Nations, chairman of the Japanese 
group. Governor Sagami of Kyoto 
perfecture and Mayor Toki of the 
city of Kyoto welcomed the dele- 
gates from abrgad to the ancient 
capital of Japan.

delegation here. 


This- session was closed with a 
report of the work of the institute 
in the last two years and an out- 
line of the work of the present 
conference by J. Merle Davis of 
Honolulu, general secretary.

PRINCE VON BUELOW, CALLED 


GERMANY'S SECOND BISMARK 


DIED IN ITALY AT AGE OF 80 


ROME, Oct. 28 —OP>— Prince 


Bernhard Von Beulow, once called 
Germany's 
"Second 
Bismark," 


died today at a villa left him by, 
his wlfe^ the former Italian Prin- 
cess Maria Beccadelli Di Bologna, 
with whom he eloped in 1886. He 
was 80 years old. 


The prince had been ill for sev- 


eral days, although it was not u*- 
til he contracted a heavy cold last 
week his condition was regarded as 
serious. 
He had been weakened 


with grief at hia wife's death last 
January. 


Prince Von Beulow was a for- 


mer ambassador to Italy, and held 
other diplomatic posts in Europe. 
In 1900, h£ -was 
made chancellor, 


and subsequently was put often to 


* 


appearances before the Reichstag 
in defense of the emperor, 


He was said after an interview 


by the emperor with the London 
Daily Telegram1 in October, 1908, 
to- have broken Wllhelm's pride, 
demanding and receiving from him 
a promise to curtail the royal ton- 
gue. He retired from the chancel- 
lorship in 1909. \ 


He married the Italian Princess 


Dl Bologna in 1888, eloping with 
her when she was the wife of his 
chief, the Count Von Doenhoff, at 
Mie Prussian legation at Dresden. 
The scandal excited by the event 
was a long time In clearing.
